We  have  an  effective  method  of  disposing  of  inferior  sorts, 
namely,  the  freezing  method.  Instead  of  digging  and  listing  the  inferior  sorts 
in  this  catalog  at  a  very  cheap  price  to  dispose  of  the  stock,  we  prefer  to  allow 
them  to  freeze  in  the  field.  This  is  for  your  protection. 

In  addition  to  our  list  of  choice  and  new  varieties,  which  have  been  tested 
by  us  and  found  to  be  desirable,  we  offer  to  you  at  the  lowest  possible  prices 
our  bargain  list.  It  contains  standard  varieties  that  have  been  selected  by 
amateurs  and  professional  growers  as  reliable  and  fool  proof.

We  highly  recommend  the  following  varieties:  in  the  reds  Bill  Sowden  and 
Commander  Koehl  are  still  two  of  the  finest  crimson-reds;  but  we  must  not  forget 
the  old  reliable  Dr.  Bennett.  They  are  prize  winners  everywhere.  Allemania 
is  of  the  Commander  Koehl  type,  but  with  larger  flowers  and  earlier.  The  red 
that  stands  out  above  all  is  Del  Ray.  It  is  not  a  dark  red,  but  a  nice  medium 
shade  with  a  pure  white  throat,  tall  spikes  with  lasting  qualities  that  surpass  any 
other  Glad  that  we  have  ever  grown.  Erica  Morini  is  a  fine,  early,  warm  salmon- 
orange  with  immense  flowers.  Ninth  Symphony  is  a  clear  shade  of  salmon-red 
without  any  blotch  or  markings  in  the  throat.  One  of  our  favorites  is  Red  Ad¬ 
miral,  a  red  with  an  undertone  of  blue  that  gives  it  an  unusual  and  unique 
appearance.  Johann  S.  Bach  is  one  of  Pfitzer  s  finest;  an  immense,  early  salmon- 
red.  One  of  the  finest  and  deepest  reds  of  late  introduction  is  Southern  Cross. 
Red  Phipps,  Red  Lory,  Amador,  and  Wurtembergia  are  being  grown  more  and 
more  each  year  by  people  who  know  good  Glads. 

The  last  few  years  have  given  us  some  very  fine  whites.  This  last  blooming 
season  Maid  of  Orleans  proved  to  be  the  finest  all-around  white.  Star  of  Beth¬ 
lehem  and  Bob  White,  both  excellent  whites  under  ordinary  conditions  did  not 
stand  up  well  under  the  heat.  Burtner’s  Big  Lily  is  a  creamy  white  with  large 
open  flowers  and  a  heavy,  tall  spike.  It  was  iron-clad  under  all  conditions. 
Rolveig,  when  well  grown,  is  a  fine  ruffled  variety.  Heiligtum,  Pfitzer ’s  newest 
white,  has  a  faint  touch  of  pink  in  it,  but  made  a  wonderful  spike.  Purity  was 
the  surprise  of  the  season.  It  was  the  first  to  bloom  in  the  field.  A  pure  white, 
fall,  wiry  stem  and  a  fast  increaser.  It  is  the  early  white  cut  flower  that  we  have

been  all  looking  for,  and  now  it  is  here.  Although  Rosemarie  Pfitzer  may  be 
classed  as  a  very  light  pink,  we  like  to  think  of  it  as  a  white  that  has  been 
slightly  tinted  with  pure  pink.  Mrs.  Ray  P.  Chase  reminds  one  of  the  creamy 
white  Easter  lily,  and  florists  are  using  forced  spikes  very  effectively  at  the 
Easter  season.  Although  the  flowers  are  not  exceptionally  large,  Mary  Elizabeth 
makes  a  very  fine  exhibition  flower  as  well  as  a  fine  cut  flower.  The  cream  class 
has  not  had  any  outstanding  varieties,  but  with  the  coming  of  Shirley  Temple 
we  know  it  will  be  well  represented.  Albatross ,  Mammoth  White ,  and  Jonkheer 
Van  Tets  are  all  fine  whites,  and  next  year  we  may  add  Polar  Ice  if  we  think 
there  is  room  for  it. 

Golden  Chimes  is  slowly  coming  to  the  front  as  the  finest  in  the  yellows. 
It  is  a  lovely  shade  of  soft  yellow.  Gates  of  Heaven  was  a  disappointment  this 
past  year,  but  we  hope  it  will  come  back,  as  we  know  it  can  produce  very  fine 
flowers.  Cadillac  is  still  one  of  our  favorites;  it  is  a  new  shade  of  golden  apricot 
without  any  throat  markings.  Golden  Cup,  although  not  a  large  flower,  is  a  fine 
golden  yellow  and  is  outstanding  as  to  purity  of  color.  Golden  Dream  can  still 
hold  itself  with  most  of  the  yellows.  Something  different  is  Golden  Anniversary, 
an  enormous  flower  of  fawn-yellow  suffused  blush-pink  with  a  large,  red  blotch 
•  and  finely-ruffled  petals.  It  is  quite  distinctive  and  well  worth  while.  Ruffled 
Gold  and  Canbarra  are  old  favorites.  If  we  add  a  little  orange  to  our  yellows, 
we  have  Dearborn  with  its  mammoth  flowers.  Netherland  Prince  reminds  one 
of  an  orange  Giant  Nymph  and  can  be  grown  just  as  easily  as  this  fine  old 
variety.  No  list  of  oranges  is  complete  without  Betty  Nuthall  with  its  towering 
spikes. 

Minuet  is  still  the  finest  of  the  lavender  varieties,  lsola  Bella,  Pfitzer’s  new 
lavender-pink,  was  one  of  the  finest  blooms  in  the  Garden  and  might  well  be 
taken  as  a  lavender.  Early  Melody  is  a  fine,  early  lavender  and  a  wonderful 
cut  flower.  Mme.  Schumann-H eink  at  a  short  distance  resembles  an  orchid, 
markings  and  all.  It  is  a  Diener  variety  that  has  been  in  commerce  for  some 
time,  but  is  still  very  scarce.  If  you  like  ruffled  varieties,  King  Arthur,  with  its 
graceful  spikes,  is  outstanding.  Gertrude  Swenson  is  the  giant  among  lavenders, 
but  a  very  poor  propagator.  An  old  favorite  is  Berty  Snow. 

The  blue  and  the  dark  violet  class  is  progressing  more  and  more  each  year 
with  the  finest  varieties  coming  from  Rev.  Christ.  His  Blue  Admiral  is  being 
admired  by  everyone,  but  his  new  Robert  Burns  leaves  very  little  to  wish  for  as 
far  as  dark  blues  are  concerned.  Blue  Domina  and  Bonnie  Blue  are  two  pleasing 
and  different  shades  of  light  blue.  Blue  Beauty  was  a  pleasant  surprise.  An  even 
shade  of  dark  blue  with  a  wonderful  spike.  From  Germany  comes  Max  Reger, 
a  blue  with  sharp,  white  lines  in  the  throat  giving  the  flower  the  resemblance 
of  a  beautiful  blue  butterfly.  Allegro,  Pfitzer’s  new  light  blue,  and  Rudolph 
Serkin,  his  new  dark,  pansy-blue  were  both  very  fine.  Pelegrina,  when  well 
grown,  is  a  hard  one  to  beat  in  the  blue  class.  A  spike  shipped  from  our  Gardens 
to  the  Sioux  City  Glad  Show  won  for  us  the  best  flower  in  the  show. 

Picardy  in  the  pinks  still  stands  supreme.  MisS  New  Zealand  is  fast  coming 
to  the  front.  We  find  the  apricot-salmon  color  very  pleasing,  and  six  to  eight-inch 
florets  are  not  uncommon.  New  Era  is  a  wonderful  shade  of  pure  pink,  fine  stem 
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and  very  good  propagator.  Phyllis  McQuiston  made  wonderful  spikes,  and  is 
well  worth  while.  Mildred  Louise  is  giving  Picttrdy  a  good  run  for  top  honors; 
and  in  some  respects  we  like  it  better.  Smiling  Maestro ,  in  the  orange-salmon 
class,  is  another  of  Rev.  Christ’s  fine  varieties.  Sonatine,  Pfitzer’s  new  pure  pink, 
is  a  real  super  Glad;  it  is  one  of  the  finest  colors  we  have  seen  in  a  long  time. 
Margaret  Fulton ,  a  rich  salmon-pink  that  makes  an  ideal  spike  for  cutting,  is 
one  of  our  favorites.  Good  pinks  are  almost  endless.  We  have  Lotus  for  its 
delicate  coloring,  Jessie  for  dependability,  Miss  Greeley  and  Early  Dawn  for  early 
flowering  and  Schwaben  Girl  for  its  pure  pink  coloring.

If  you  are  looking  for  the  odd  and  unusual,  we  recommend  Chippewa,  an 
ashes  of  rose  color  with  wide  open  flowers;  Hinemoa,  a  chocolate  brown;  Union 
Jack,  a  Marmora  with  a  red  blotch,  and  Bagdad  and  Mother  Machree  as  the  best 
of  the  true  smokies.  Our  color  cut  of  Vagabond  Prince  is  an  exact  reproduction. 
It  is  the  finest  we  have  seen  in  a  long  time. 

Something  should  be  said  about  commercial  cut  flower  varieties  suitable  for 
forcing,  as  well  as  those  grown  in  the  field  during  the  summer  months.  The 
prerequisites  of  a  good  cut  flower  variety  are  numerous.  It  must  have  a  good 
length  of  stem,  flowers  not  too  massive  nor  too  large,  but  should  have  all  the 
qualities  of  a  decorative  type.;  A  self  color  is  preferred  over  mixed  colors,  the 
lighter  shades  over  the  darker.  Such  varieties  as  Orange  Queen,  Gold  Eagle, 
La  Paloma,  Al  Smith,  Melody  $  Gloriana,  Giant  Nymph,  Apricot  Glow,  Marnia, 
Break  O'  Day,  Antione,  Annie  Laurie,  Cara  Mia,  Rose  Mist,  and  Mrs.  Calvin 
Coolidge.  In  the  larger  floweringrclass  the  following  are  very  useful  as  cut  flowers: 
Picardy,  Mildred  Louise,  Maid  of  Orleans,  Carmen  Sylva,  Dr.  Bennett,  Berty 
Snow,  Minuet,  Mrs.  F.  C.  Peters,  Betty  Nuthall,  Pride  of  Wanakah,  V eilchenblau, 
Margaret  Fulton,  Dream  O'  Beauty,  Cadillac,  and  Johann  S.  Bach,  just  to  men¬

A  new  Glad,  to  get  near  the  top  today,  must  be  a  Glad  for  all  general  pur¬ 
poses.  It  must  satisfy  the  florist  ^  well  as  the  garden  lover;  it  must  be  fine 
enough  to  exhibit  in  the  showroom;  and  it  must  have  substance  and  vigor  to 
endure  all  of  the  different  variations  of  temperature  and  environment  under  which 
it  will  be  grown.  The  price  does  not  always  show  the  merit  and  beauty  of  any 
variety.  When  there  is  a  quantity  of  stock  in  any  variety,  the  prices  drop  as  with 
any  other  commodity.  New  varieties  are  high  only  because  of  their  scarcity.  Of 
course,  some  may  drop  more  rapidly  in  price  than  others,  as  they  increase  faster, 
while  those  that  are  poor  increasers  usually  drop  very  slowly.

of  Orleans,  Solveig,  Rosemarie  Pfitzer,  Minuet,  King  Arthur,  Berty  Snow,  Salbach’s 
Orchid,  Cadillac,  Golden  Cup,  Oregon  Sunset,  Betsy  Bob-Up,  Dearborn,  Wasaga, 
La  Paloma,  Pelegrina,  V eilchenblau.  Blue  Admiral,  Max  Reger,  Robert  the  First , 
Dream  O’  Beauty,  Bagdad,  Mother  Machree,  and  Lucifer.

How  To  Grow  Good  ^Glads77 

In  the  spring,  as  soon  as  the  ground  has  dried  out,  spade  your 
garden  to  a  depth  of  at  least  12  inches.  Plant  the  bulbs  in  rows  about 
20  inches  apart  to  admit  free  and  intensive  cultivation,  and  about  3 
inches  apart  in  the  row,  covering  with  6  inches  in  light  soil  and  3  inches 
in  heavy  ground.  Be  sure  that  the  covering  soil  is  mellow. 

FERTILIZING.  If  some  good  rotted  manure  can  be  procured  in 
the  fall,  give  the  garden  a  good  coating  and  spade  it  under.  Realizing 
that  such  fertilizer  is  hard  to  obtain,  we  must  take  the  next  best  choice 
and  use  a  commercial  fertilizer.  For  the  average  gardener  the  best  to 
use  is  sheep  manure.  After  the  row  or  trench  is  made  this  fertilizer 
can  be  applied  thickly  in  the  bottom  and  mixed  with  the  mellow  earth, 
but  we  prefer  setting  the  bulbs,  then  covering  with  an  inch  or  two  of 
earth  and  then  applying  the  fertilizer  before  the  row  is  filled  in.  This 
allows  the  fertilizing  properties  to  soak  down  to  the  roots  where  it  is 
needed.  After  growth  has  started  another  application  on  each  side  of 
the  row  and  thoroughly  worked  into  the  soil  is  of  much  benefit;  in  fact, 
this  top-dressing  can  be  applied  several  times  during  the  growing  season. 
Before  flower  spikes  appear,  a  good  top-dressing  of  super  phosphate  and 
potash  worked  in  will  greatly  benefit  the  flowers.  GROWING  FLOWERS
